Mr 
Michie in his paper scemed to nccept as 
proved facts, the many charges brought 
against missionaries by irresponsible 
writers, who, far the most part, are com- 
paratively ignorant of the enti 
He, however, buttressed his pésition by 
quoting the opinions af two or three 
missianarios who scemed to agres with 
him. 'Politienl Obstacles to Missionary 
Suceessin China’ were, accurding to the lee- 
turer, all of the Miasionary’s own creation. 
At least, there was scaut reference to any 
but what the propaganiliststhemselves made,

We think, 
howevor, that the lecturer laid himself 
opou tu the charge of indiserimination 
when he made his sweeping charges. Tho

DEPARTURE OF  SERGEANT- 
MAJOR J. LOWRIE. 


Shanghai (says the W.-C. Daily News of 
the 13th inst.) and the 8.V.C. in particular 
will no doubt much regret to learn ‘that 
they are about to loso the services of an 
able and attentive officer of the S.V.C. in, 
the porson of Sergt.-Major J, Lowrie, who 
has occupied that post three years. He 
departs for home for gand, owing mainly 
to tho indisposition of his wife, Tho 
Sergt.-Major frat donned her lato Mujosty's 
uniform in 1869, and oftera short period 
at home ho was sunt to India. In 1866 
he went with the expedition to the North- 
Western Frontier, to the Khyber. Pass, 
from there to the Abyesinian Campaign 
and thonce back sgain to India, After 
oleven years thore he was ordered home 
with the 8th Rutlandsbire, now the 2nd 
Northamptonshire, where sftor'a short stay 


| he was among those ordered to South Africa 


and there went through the Kafiir wars of 
the old colony. From there he went to the 
Zulu campaign and was present at the fall 
and capturo of Ulundi. The regiment he 
was in was afterwards present in the Boet 
campaigu, heing presontat Lang's Nek; Ma- 
juba and Skein's Hooghte.. On the com- 
pletion of the negotiations between tho Bri- 
tish Government and the Transyasl he re- 
turnod to Pietermaritzburg and thence to 
Capetown, from which placa the regiment 
was ngain ordored to Nate! Colony for the 
protection of the Buffer territory which at 
that tine wae being Jorcibly ,occrpiod by 
the Boers, Six monthsthore.and back.ty 
Capetown, frum which pace his regiment 
sailed for Hongkong,: where in 1888 the 
Sorgt.-Major took his disclinrye and pen- 
aion and joined the Hongkong Yolunteers, 
with which he served until the carly part of 
1897, whon he was offered and sooepted, the 
post of Sergt.-Major to the Shanghai Vo- 
inteer Corps, taking over hie duties here 
on the 43th of April in that year, Mr 
Lowrie has served ut different periods under’ 
auch distinguished Generals as “Tord 
Roborts, Sir Evelyn Wood, Sir Georga White, 
General Jan Hamilton and several others, 
and mat -wish thejr appreciation as well as 
that of the officers of :tho regiment he 
served, Shonghai has had in Sergt.-Major 
Lowrie a good instructor in drill, w 
capital shot as an exmnple and a band- 
master carrying @ Knoller Hall cortificate, 
The Sergt.-Major was for some tino in 
charge of the 8.V.C, Band here and carried 
out his duties-most satisfactorily Al who 
knew him will regret bis departure.

- Rev. W.-Banister said that speaking

sible thing oxcopt the one dag that 
they ‘came to adyccate, Tt was anid 
that they wero there constantly interfer- 
ing with the mandating’ in the dischargo 
of their duties, that they were in the 
interior of China whore they had no right 
to be, that they wero rejeicing inthe over- 
throw of this great political structure. He 
was not sure that exactly stated the caso. 
Ha had known: wen who had been 80 and 
40-years in China, and he. was sure that 
they would repudiate, not only with feelings 
of sorrow but with true scorn, taat they 
were over tainted with such motives. Tt 
was said that they — wero ‘constantly 
interfering with aimandarins. Ile {the 
speaker) had been 20° yems in China, 
and ho begged to dissent from that 
allegation ix fofo. He hnd known mission- 
aries who had never interfered once, al- 
though they had boen requested to da 80. 
He bad oply seen a mandarin twice, and 
that ina Friendly way, and possibly ho may 
have given adyico ten times, Mr Beno then 
narrated «caso in which he was asked to 
{nterfore.. He did not interfere, but, surely, 
ho continued, nobody could have blanied 
him. The gpirit that caused the murder of 
the.German Minister at Peking was the 
spirit that provailed protty woll all over 
China, This spirit showed itself in tha 
shooting down of their countrymen in tho 
provinces, and what wonder then that 
they a3 missionaries sometimes wero enrricd 
heyond what was wise in tryimg to help 
those that conld not help themselves. But, 
he enntended, it was in very rave cases that 
iasionaries interfered te anything like the 
extent that was assumed in tho very ablo 
paper they had just heard. (Applause.) 
They wore not in the centre of China, hut 
if guns, cannons and swords were there, 
there were always men like Grifliths 
Jobn and David Hill who would be 
ready and willing te promote thu cause 
of Christ among the heathen ‘Thus it 
would be til the ond of tine, Although. 
he waya very humble mombor of this hody, 
yet hn was very praud to be one of 
them, imbued with the ‘purest of oitives 
in evo-ything—Christinnity, freedom of 
thought and freedom of life—in all men in 
the namo of our common Saciour and our 
Father. (Applangy.) mi 
Big Excellency said they had all listened 
to # very strony attack and the very able 
ce, and nothing could ever be lost by 
having a case put forward strongly and 
clearly by both sides. We thought the 
thanks af the meeting were dae to Mr 
Michie for coming there and delivering the 
lecture he had delivered. ‘There was 4 
great deal to be said on both sides of the, 
questiun, and he had no doubt that they, 
who had not hid the experience nf coming 
in contact with the staté of affairs in the 
int-rier, had Found it very ditticnlt, sitting 
in their chaira at home, to realise the 
importine refusing to do thin 
might casily bo righted by tender 
advice. - At the sane time, the p 
was that there w en, hanoursble men 
in the heart of this misssiutmry body who 
had stuud by when tempted to interfere, 
although they knew the trouble that would 
follow. The events of the past year had 
shown them that human nature wad very 
much the same in China as at Home. The 
mob had been as uncontrollable in the mat- 
ter of indiscretions as tho mob of Western 
nations had been. He had been rendings 
Jately the description given of the ter- 
rible trials of Mr und Mrs Green 
and their party, and he was struck with 
the extraordinary fortitude of the party 
in their aufferings during those terrible 
three weeks, in which they were in the 
hands of the Chinese, aud he was also 
struck by the fact thet mon (netives) bsd 
como forward, at the risk af their lives, aud 
assiste’ them tocsoape. ‘These men showed, 
in the highest sense, many of the qualities 
that had, at times, been regurded as the 
exclusive property of Christian nations. 
Where such feelings had been shown, 
where people had evinced the possession 
of such qualities of sympathy, of 
pity and of self sacrifice, thero 
must always he hope for tha future of 
China. (Applause). 

A hearty vete of thanks was then, on tho 
call of His Excellency, awarded to~-Mr 
Michie for his lecture. 

Mr Michie, in returning thanks, siid he 
was indebted for the opinions of the gentle- 
men who had spoken, and so far as he hod 
been ablo to hear their romarks, they had 
anid nothing inconsistent with the views 
expressed in his paper.

Peace Proclamation by the 
Filipino Leader. 

It is now roliably stated (éays the Afanila 
Times of the 10th inst.) that Aguinaldo has 
signed a ‘ manifesto’ to the Filipino people, 
calling upon them to xcknowledge the 
sovereignty of the United States, and 
slating his beliof in the good-will of the 
American government towards the unfor- 
tunats people so long dominated by a 
government incapable of giving them the 
liberty so ardently desired. Ho calls upon 
the people through this proclamation, to 
cenge fighting an unequal war, to return to 
the paths of peace, and to placo no further 
obstacles in the way of a complete pacitica- 
Hon of the archipelago. He acknowledges 
the power of the United States, and the 
incupneity of the Filipino government to 
‘lead its peuple into the Promised Land of 
an ideal Republic, “ : 

Tho proclamation ia not without its les- 
sons to the people who havo 30 long lovk- 
ec upto Agninaldo as the incarnation of 
nll that wae wise and good, It showa them 
thot man is not infallible and that whon a 
wiae man sees his error, the wisest thing to 
do-is to retract that error. 

Among those who had great woight with 
Aguinaldo in gaining his consont to this 
atep, so important in its future results to 
the whole Filipino people, were Sres Pedro 
A, Paterno, Lean Guerrero, Hugo Tlugan 
and Cecilio Velarde, as well as D. Venancio 
Concepcion, who went yesterday to confer 
with his old chieftain. 

The manifesto will probably be publish- 
ed this morning, and the complete neces- 
sion of the Filipino people will soon follow 
as a matter of course. 

The Manila Tines of the-12th inst, says: 
—Colone) Villa and Dector Barcelona, whe 
were captured with Aguinaldy and have 
since been staying with. him in the Mala- 
cain, were relensed yesterday. Aguinalde 
will be detained for a fow days yet until 
certain questions and affairs havo -been 
definitely settled. After that he will occupy 
a private. house and an Atuericau soldier 
will accompany Kink Tor the’sake of, survoil- 
Jance and also protection, as an nttempt at 
assassination from some of the late General 
Luna's friends is not out of the question.
